Gas leak forces shutdown of toll way 


Rush-hour traffic on the Northwest 


Tollway was shut down for about 45 
minutes Thursday because of a major 
natural-gas leak on Busse Road just 
north of a tollway overpass near 
Mount Prospect. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. workmen 


sealed the gas-gushing leak about 3 Hi 
hours after a tractor, grading a ditch 
area, ripped off a two-inch extension 
to the six-Inch gas main. 


Tollway authorities closed down the 


tollway from Lee Street in DCS 
Plalnes to 111. Rtc. 53 near Schaum- 
burg. Authorities feared a burning 
cigarot tossed by a passing motorist 
or a spark or a back-fire from a car 
might touch off an explosion. 


Tho eastbound traffic lanes on the 


tollway were opened about 4:05 p.m., 
and two westbound traffic lanes about 
4:20 p.m. 


EMPLOYES FROM two nearby 


companies, Including Arrow Road 
Construction Co., were evacuated as a 
precaution. Lt. Ken Kocppcn of the 
Mount Prospect Fire Dcpt. said the. 
tractor hit the pipe about 2:50 p.m. 


Ho said there was a largo gasoline 


pipeline under the gas main — lead- 
ing to the nearby gasoline storage 
tanks. 


Authorities reported there was a 


natural gas concentration as high as 


40 per cent In areas around the leak. 
The gushing gas created such a roar 
that workmen who ventured within 
100 feet of the leak had to wear spe- 
cial car coverings. 


Busso Road was closed between Al- 


gonquin Road and Oakton Street in 
Elk Grove Township. A fire unit stood 
by as workmen dug a hole on the east 
side of the road to decrease the 60- 
pound-pcr-square-lnch pressure. 


ABOUT 4:25 P.M. the crews started 


working just north of the leak. A spe- 
cial valve was drilled into the pipe to 
slow down the flow of gas to about 15- 
pounds-per-square-lnch. 


A NI-Gas spokesman said the com- 


pany could not shut down the main 
completely because "we have a lot of 
customers in this area" and because 
of the danger factors involved In cut- 
ting service and then turning it back 
on. 


The spokesman said he did not 


know how many customers are ser- 
viced from the main, but noted ser- 
vice was not affected. 


Authorities did not immediately 


know what contractor was involved in 
causing the leak, but some speculated 
it was a firm working for Sheehan 
Pipeline Co. which had just installed 
the large gasoline pipeline.

"There is no 
way of tracing it if it were a dump as 
we suspect."

Hospital, where his condition was list- 
ed as serious but Improving Thurs- 
day.

Pairitz 
warned, however, that if the volatile 
substance was due to a leak instead of 
a dump, a potentially explosive situ- 
ation could develop again.

The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority proposal to pay $21 million to 
the. Chicago and North Western Ry. 
for service during the next three 
years "is one of the biggest ripoffs 
I've ever seen," a state representa- 
tive said Thursday. 


Rep. Calvin L. Skinner, R-Crystal 


Lake, long-time opponent of the RTA,, 
said the RTA board should postpone ' 
its contract proposals until the rail- 
road's figures can be examined. 


The board must offer three-year 


contracts to the commuter railroads 
today under RTA law because the rail 
roads formally requested agreements 
six months ago. 
, RTA CONSULTANTS have proposed; 
contracts totalling $19 million (or .the 
first year and $73 million (or three' 
years, but the railroads said they will 
need much more. Spokesmen, have 
said they will need as much as $60. 
million to cover anticipated deficits 
and earn a "reasonable" profit. 


The board has allocated $24 million 


for railroad contracts in its 1975-76 


• proposals, but higher amounts will 
force cuts elsewhere in the $174 mil- 
lion budget, or require more income 
from gasoline and parking taxes or 
increased fares. 


Skinner said the RTA should be us- 


ing capital improvement money to 
buy the railroads' rolling stock, which 
would reduce the cost of service from 
the railroads. As for the legal require- 
ment to offer contracts today, Skinner 


said, "offer them a deal they have to 
refuse." 


He said taxpayers are being forced 


to pay for increased profits on the 
North Western, for example. "They 
never made more than $3 million in 
any year, and now they want $7 mil- 
lion." 


"If they (RTA board) approve con- 


1 tracts by Friday, they will be selling 
but the taxpayers more than they al- 
ready have," Skinner said.

greater access to secret Intelligence 
documents on the plots. 


"We would like to report before the 


August congressional recess on the as-

Tex., the committee vice chairman,

"Wo hope to finish by the end of 


July," committee chairman Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, added in a Senate 
corridor conference with reporters fol- 
lowing the session with President 
Ford's legal advisers. 


The written report — likely to be- 


come the hottest Washington best-sell- 
er since publication of the Nixon Wa- 
tergate tape transcripts — will focus 
exclusively .on much-rumored CIA 
plots to kill such foreign leaders as 


Cuba's Premier Fidel Castro. 


It will be the public's first glimpse 


of an official, documented account of 
the plots, the first official and public ; 
finding as to whether any murder at- 
tempt was actually carried,out and" 
the first on whether any attempt suc- 
ceeded. 


The Rockefeller Commission made 


a partial report on the subject, but 
Ford declined to publish it on grounds 
the subject, was too hot for in- 
conclusive treatment. 


Church, who has repeatedly stated 


he has "hard evidence" of CIA mur- 


der plots, said he opposes' any open 
committee hearings on assassinations. 


Ho said televised public hearings 


would damage the nation by trans- 
mitting "the whole sordid story" 
piecemeal to the world.

Ford: help industry meet uranium demand 


President Ford asked Congress Thursday to let the government 


give up Its uranium enrichment monopoly and help private industry 
meet tho growing worldwide demand for the fuel of nuclear power 
plants. Under the plan, the government would provide the financial 
guarantees private companies would need to build four $3.5 billion 
enrichment plants while assuring that the secret technology would 
remain In the hands of the United States.

Highest court rules on mental care 


Tho Supreme Court ruled unanimously Thursday that a person 


not likely to harm himself or others may not constitutionally bo 
committed to a mental Institution for custodial care. 


Writing for tho Court, Justice Potter Stewart said this type of 


confinement by Itself deprives an Individual of his right to liberty. 


In other actions, the Court: 
By a 6-3 vote upheld tho requirement that a marriage must 


have lasted nine months before a widow or stepchild can collect 
Social Security benefits on the death of a wage earner. 


• Ruled In a Chicago murder case that prosecutors may not 


make trial use of statements by an unlawfully arrested suspect 
merely because ho was warned In advance of his rights. 


Arab-Americans praise Ford peace efforts 
A group of Arab-American leaders held a brief but unusual meet- 


ing with President Ford Thursday and came away praising him for 
making "even-handed" efforts to obtain peace In the Middle East. 
"It was a very friendly meeting — we're optimistic . . . we're 
behind him 100 per cent," said Edward N. Howar, president of the 
National Association of Arab-Americans after he and 10 other rep- 
resentatives of the group spent about 20 minutes conferring with 
Ford at the White House.

that some reporters call him a liar or imply his credibility is 
destroyed. Nessen Indicated he might cancel White House weekday 
news briefings at which ho answers questions from reporters cov- 
ering President Ford. 


"I said the other day that I thought some people at the briefings 


were too quick to charge or imply that there were coverups when 
there was no evidence of any coverups In the White House. I want 
to odd today that I think some people here are too quick to make 
unsubstantiated charges or Implications that I am lying or that my 
credibility has been destroyed," Nessen said.

Economists see a slow recovery

Most economists expect a slow re- 


covery from the recession, proclaimed 
to be on the wane by the government 
in a key economic report Thursday. • 


The recovery will be slow "largely 


because the U. S. consumer is finan- 
. dally exhausted," said Dimitri N. Ba- 
latsos of Manufacturers Hanover 
'Trust Co. 


Speculation on the rate of recovery 


followed the Commerce Department's 
report that leading economic In- 
dicators rose in May for the third con- 
secutive month, a trend that in the 
past has unerringly signaled the end 
to economic slumps. 


The value of the index', confirmed 


over the years, is its tendency to 
switch direction shortly before the 
overall economy shifts gears. 


In another good sign, Commerce 


said the United States had a sur- 
prisingly large trade surplus of $1.05 
billion In May, double the April sur- 
plus and the fourth hi a row. 


An ll.S per cent sharp drop in im- 


ports, paced by a sharp decline in im- 
ported petroleum products, more than 
offset a 5 per cent drop in exports to 
,$8.15billion.' . 


James L. Pate, tho Commerce De- 


partment's chief economist, said the 
2.1 per cent increase in the leading 
economic indicators following 3 per 
cent jumps in March and April, "rein- 
forces the strong evidence of improve- 
ment in economic conditions and the 
developing economic recovery." 


Balatsos and other economists be- 


lieve, however, that the recovery will 
be slow because of the continued 
slump in the housing and auto in- 


dustries. Consumers just don't have 
the money to spend on such big-ticket 
items, Balatso said. 


"Inflation in 1974 took away a huge 


portion of real spendable income and 
the replenishing process is only now 
getting under way," he said. 


The latest forecast by Data Re- 


sources, a Lexington, Mass., econom- 
ic consulting firm on which the gov- 
ernment relies for its computerized 
analysis, indicates the economy will 
grow at a "very substantial rate" in 
the last three months of 1975 but then 
level off in 1976 at a relatively slow 
rate of 6.9 per cent 


"It's a very slow rate in terms of 


returning to an unemployment rate 
that is anywhere acceptable," said 
Edward Green, deputy director. 


President Ford said Wednesday he 


would favor extending income tax re- 
ductions if the economy is "not mov- 
ing ahead, not improving" when the 
tax cuts expire the end of this year. 


The rebates on 1974 income and 


reductions in 1973 withholding are de- 
signed to put more money into circu- 
lation for consumers to spend, thus 
stimulating production and employ- 
ment. 


But too much stimulation can bring 


about too much consumer demand, 
followed by shortages and higher 
prices. Most economists favor a deli-. 
cate balance. 


"The trick is to promote slow 


growth but open up more jobs for 
people and insure that Congress does 
not overestimate and lead us into an- 
other round of boom and bust," said 
Irwin Kellner of Manufacturers Hano- 
ver.

With the econo- 
my headed upwards, the state would 
easily be able to repay the $300 million 
needed to continue essential services 
at the present level." 


Williams also wants to move the 


state Capitol to a new site — Peoria

"A person should try to realize the 


extent of his capabilities," Williams 
said. "Everytlme I run I do better. If 
I slip, I'll quit."

Jobless benefits extension voted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Congress 


voted Thursday to extend a law which 
provides jobless workers with 'unem- 
ployment compensation for up to 65 
weeks. 


The law expires June 30. Unless ex- 


tended, workers would be eligible to 
•collect benefits through only 52 weeks 
of joblessness. 


About 250,000 would lose payments. 
President Ford was expected to 


sign the measure into law. It passed 
the House by voice vote and the Sen- 
ate by an 83 to 3 rollcall with the op- 
position from Republicans William L. 
Scott, Va., Jesse Helms, N.C., and 
James A. McClure, Idaho. 


The bill also provides 39 weeks of 


benefits to workers not covered by 
regular state unemployment com- 
pensation Insurance programs. Mostly 
these are employes of state and local 
governments, 
farm 
workers 
and 


household domestics. In all, 250,000 
persons would have been denied bene- 
fits immediately if the law expired on 
June 30. 


The compromise agreement extends 


the 13 extra week period to Dec. 31, 
1975. 


After that, compensation would be 


paid for only 39 weeks in states with 
under 5 per cent unemployment 
among insured workers. In states 


where the unemployment rate among 
insured workers is between 5 and 6 
per cent, payments would be avail- 
able for 52 weeks. 


In other action Thursday: 
• The House and Senate passed 


middle-Income housing bills fashioned 
to President Ford's specifications but 
bogged down over a provision worth 
millions to banks and other mortgage 
lenders. The disagreement dashed. 
Democratic hopes of passing a new 
emergency bill just one day after the 
House failed to override Ford's veto 


of a $1.35 billion Democratic bill. 


In another housing matter, House- 


Senate conferees agreed upon a modi- 
fication of the 5 per cent tax credit for 
buyers of new homes which was 
enacted March 29. 


• The Senate passed and sent to 


President Ford a $46 billion increase 
in the ceiling in the national debt. 
Passage of the new ceiling — $577 bil- 
lion through Nov. 15 — came four 
days before the current $531 billion 
celing was to expire and leave the 
government unable to borrow money 


to pay salaries, benefits and other 
bills. 


• The House, opposed to what one 


member called "the surrender" of the 
Panama Canal, refused to permit 
funds to be spent for canal negotia- 
tions with the Panamanian govern- 
ment. 


• The Senate decided to give up 


and leave on a week-long recess be- 
ginning Friday. The House arranged 
to begin its recess Thursday and re- 
turn July 8 — one day after the Sen- 
ate. 


2 FBI agents killed on reservation 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) - Two FBI 


agents were killed and militant In- 
dians assaulted a roadblock with gun- 
fire Thursday in the worst outbreak of 
violence on the Pine Ridge Indian Re- 
servation since the 71-day occupation 
of Wounded Knee two years ago. 


The deaths of the two agents was 


confirmed by an FBI spokesman in 
Washington. 


W a y n e Adkinson, administrative 


manager for the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fair at nearby Pine Ridge, said the 
agents were shot and killed in the tiny 


village of Oglala, about 10 miles from 
Wounded Knee where militant Indians 
staged their marathon showdown with 
the federal government in 1973. 


An FBI spokesman said the gunfire 


apparently broke out when agents 
were sent to Oglala to serve a war- 
rant on an Indian. 


One government spokesman said 


the outbreak sounded like a war. 


As night approached, gunfire still 


snapped around roadblocks set up out- 
side Oglala and manned by BIA po- 
lice. About eight or nine Indians were 


reported to have sneaked up on a 
roadblock at 8:30 
P.M. 
CDT and 


opened fire. 


A rancher nearby said sympathizers 


of the American Indian Movement — 
the same group which led the 
Wounded Knee occupation — had tak- 
en over his house. 


All roads leading to the area were 


blocked off and a communications 
blackout was slapped on the town of 
Pine Ridge, the reservation headquar- 
ters about three miles from Oglala.

Dut Elizabeth Shcchan is not typi- 


cal. 


Miss Shcchan, a 27-year resident of 


tho Addolorate Vllln In Wheeling, Is 
100 today. She's glad to reminisce 
about her life as an Irish immigrant- 
turned cook for wealthy Chicago fami- 
lies, but her Independence and spunk 
aren't limited to her younger years. 


"I'm still myself," Miss Shechan 


says firmly. "I've always lived my 
own life and I still do. I don't coddle 
myself, and there's not a single ache 
or pain In my body." 


THE BLUE EYES still spnrklo; she 


wears short, colorful dresses ("I've 
still got nice legs, you know"); and 
•she's deeply respected by the Villa 
staff. 


"I've never thought of calling her 


anything but 'Miss Sheehnn'," said 
one young aide. "She's a remarkably 
sharp woman." 


Miss Shechan Is confined to a 


wheelchair most of the time "because 
my legs are wobbly — but that's not a 
sickness!" Even so, sho still manages 
to toss horseshoes and collect trophies 
for her weekly bowling and bridge 
games. 


She's up at 6:30 every morning to 


attend Mass, and she maintains, "I 
have everything I want in life. I take 
each day as it comes along — that's 
my philosophy. I've worked hard all 
my life, and It's been worth It." 


Miss Shcchan's "hard work" philos- 


ophy got its start during her childhood 
In Ireland. The tenth of 15 children, 
sho left school after the fifth grade to 
help out on tho family farm. 


SUE IMMIGRATED to Chicago in 


1895, at age 20, to Join four married 
sisters because "I knew there was 
nothing for mo in Ireland. With a 
fifth-grade education, you can't do 
anything but housework. At least in 
America, I knew I could work for 
wealthy families." 


Miss Shcehan's life in America 


sounds like that of a scaled-down Ho- 
ratio Alger. She got her first job 
through an employment office as a 
kitchen mold. Her perseverance 
coupled with "lots of good refer- 
ences," slowly led to higher positions 
and wealthier employers. 


Eventually, she ended up as head 


cook for such Chicago bigwigs as the 
Swifts, Wrlglcys, Armours, and 
McCormlcks. She spent her winters in 
their posh homes on Astor Street and 
Lake Shore Drive, and she accom- 
panied her employers to summer re- 
treats at Bar Harbor, Maine, and 
Lake Placid, N.Y. 


Miss Shcchan describes her employ- 


ers as "very lovely people," but the 
"Upstairs, Downstairs" imago of con- 
fidential whispers to the help never 
materialized in her case. 


"They kept to themselves, and so 


did I. They never told mo about their 
private lives or problems, and I never 
asked," sho sold. 


Despite her opulent surroundings, 


Miss Shcchan says she never envied 
tho recipients of her mousse and cav- 
iar. "I don't have a jealous bone in 
my body," sho maintains. "Besides, I 
never was crazy about money. I'd 
shell it out as quick as I got it." 


MEMORIES OP World War I and 


tho Depression ore hazy or nonexis- 
tent, largely because of tho insulation 
Miss Shcehan received, as a fringe 
member of tho "Society" households. 


"I never saw tho poor side of life," 


she ndmlto. "My paycheck of $20 a 
week just kept coming, and in those 
days it went a long way I" 


Miss Shcehan describes her life out- 


side tho kitchen as a "very natural" 
one. Sho loved parties and bridge 


• games with friends, but her biggest 
joy In life was running barefoot.

9'

Most teenage girls used to drop out 


of high school when they became 
pregnant. Soon-they lost touch with 
their friends, teachers and counselors 
only to face bringing a new life into 
the world alone and afraid. 


But this year High School Dlst. 211 


began a program that tackles the 
problem head on. Teachers of the pro- 
gram, "preparation for life," encour- 
age pregnant girls to stay In school 
while giving them a crash course in 
motherhood. 


Classes meet for three hours every 


Wednesday nlghl and Include instruc- 
tion In child and prenatal care along 
with group discussions, films, guest 
speakers and visits to local hospitals. 
Teachers ore Nancy Davis, home eco- 
nomics, and Mary Anderson social 
worker. Both women worked In Dist. 
211 before they raised their own fami- 


lies. They've returned to teach this 
course part-time. 


THE GIRLS discuss "their feelings 


about what they're going through," 
said Mrs. Davis. "A lot of them are 
really frightened about labor and de- 
livery," said Mrs. Anderson but 
"Once they've been with us they 
aren't afraid. Their fear comes from 
lack of knowledge." 


Pregnant girls have the option of 


staying in school, enrolling in night 
school or taking homebound instruc- 
tion with a teacher coming to their 
homo for tutoring in high school sub- 
jects. In the past many girls dropped 
out of school to have their babies and 
simply never returned. 


The new district-wide program is de- 


signed to supplement those options. 
Girls who enroll In "preparation for 
life" are encouraged to continue their 
education through one of the options.

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Husbands, parents must sign 
Abortion-by-consettt bill voted 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - The 


Illinois Senate Thursday voted to 
make women get written consent 
from their husbands or parents before 
having an abortion. 


The bill, which Is a complete revision 


of the state's abortion laws, must go 
back to the House with amendments. 
It passed on a 30-to-lS vote despite 
charges by opponents that it is uncon- 
stitutional. If the courts strike it 
down, they said, Illinois will bo loft 
with no control over abortions. 


Sea. Robert Egan, D-Chlcngo, Sen- 


ate sponsor of the bill, sold it was de- 
signed "to protect the llfo and rights 
of the infant or fetus or premature 
child." 


UNDER THE BILL, no abortions 


could be performed without the prior 
written consent of the pregnant wom- 
an's husband or, if she is unmarried 
and under 18, of a parent. 


Doctors would be required to ex- 


plain to the woman the condition of 
the fetus and its chances of survival 
and the potential hazards of abortion 
including the possibility of sterility. 


The bill prohibits tlio use of aborted 


fetuses for scientific experimentation. 
Other provisions in the bill are nearly 
Identical to the current Illinois abor- 
tion law modeled after a 1073 U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling which banned vir- 
tually all restrictions against abor- 
tions performed in the first three 
months of pregnancy. 


"This bill is an attempt to create an 


Illinois abortion law that would cir- 
cumvent the Supreme Court ruling," 
Senate President Cecil Partec, 
D-Chlcago, said during debate. "It is 
an Insult to our legislative process 
and our system of government." 


SEN. 
DON WOOTEN, D-Rock is- 


land, who sponsored the bill creating 
the current Illinois abortion law, said 
although ho opposes abortion, the law 
was designed to regulate abortions in 
the state as much as the courts would 
allow. 


"I believe the present law docs 


that." Woolen said. "This bill, if it be- 
comes law, would place the current 
law in jeopardy. I don't want to see 
(hat happen." 


Sen. Richard Newhouse, D-Chlcago, 


warned that if adopted the bill "would 
have the effect of driving abortions 
underground and the abortion mills 
will grow In Illinois once again." 


Illinois brief* 


Pair linked 
to Hearst ease 
sought here 


The bizarre and oftentimes baffling 


case of Patty Hearst and the Sym- 
bloneso Liberation Army may havo 
moved Into and out of Illinois in a 
matter of hours Wednesday night but 
the search for two associates of the 
newspaper heiress continues. 


The FBI and downstate police 


Thursday searched for a hitchhiking 
couple who vanished after giving 
names and birthdates .matching 
aliases and birthdates of William and 
Emily Harris, two SLA companions of 
Miss Hearst. 


Wednesday night the couple gave ' 


Contralla police officer Robert Smith 
their names as Mike Andrews and 
Mary Hcnsley when ho stopped them 
while making a routine check of an 
area that had seen a wave of van- 
dalism recently. Smith bad no reason 
to hold them, so he let them go. " 


Ho learned the pair may have been 


the Harrises after be routinely radio- 
ed the names end other information 
on them to police headquarters for 
dispatch to the National Crime Infor- 
mation Center. 


An FBI agent said it might havo 


been purely a coincidence that the hit- 
chhikers had the same names as those 
used at times by the Harrises. He 
added the physical description of the 
two wore "a pretty close match" to 
the Harrises. 


The Harrises were named in FBI 


wanted flyers in connection with the 
kidnapping last year of Miss Hearst, 
who later Joined her SLA captors. The 
three have been reported living In the 
radical underground since June 1074 
when six other SLA members died In 
a Shootout with police and federal 
agents In Los Angeles. 


House OKa roads budget 


A massive state transporation budg- 


et, including a new $200 million bond 
program and nearly $100 million in 
local-Interest projects, passed the Illi- 
nois House Thursday. But both back- 
era and foes of the measure predicted 
the Senate won't accept the bill as It 
Is. 


"When it comes back from com- 


mittee," said Rep. Raymond Ewell, 
D-Chlcago, "you won't be able to find 
your special Interest projects." 


The bill would provide $2.5 billion in 


funds, Including a record $790 million 
road program for the coming fiscal 
year. The bill also would provide 600 
more Jobs. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the Senate ap- 


proved a bill requiring the state to 
provide free textbooks for elementary 
and secondary pupils In both public 
and private schools. The bill, spon- 
sored by Rep. J. Theodore Meyer,- 
R-Chlcago, passed on a 39-to-13 vote 
ond was returned to the House with 
amendments. 


Under the bill, the State Boatd of 


Education would make free textbooks 
available to alt pupils or their parents 
who requested them. Senate sponsors 
said the bill would cost the state some 
$19 million, about $2.5 million of 
which would'go for books for private 
school pupils. 


The. supporters said the bill should 


satisfy Supreme Court objections to 
porochlald based on a recent court 
ruling approving of textbook loans to 
private schools. 


THE SENATE also: 
• Passed and sent to Gov. Daniel 


'Walker a bill requiring all Illinois 
auto owners to carry liability insur- 
ance on their vehicles. The bill, spon- 
sored by Rep. William Laurino, 
D-Chlcago, would require motorists to 
show proof of insurance when they 
purchase license plates. It passed 45 
to 5. 


• Refused to pass a bill to grant' 


teachers uniform collective bargain- 
ing rights including the right to strike. 
Sen. -Robert McCarthy, D-Decntur, 
pulled the bill off roll call when it 
drew only 25 of the SO votes needed 
for passage. 


Under the bill, collective bargaining 


between teachers and school boards 
would be monitored by a state educa- 
tion employment board which would 
set statewide rules governing collec- 
tive bargaining and grievance proce- 
dures. Strikes could be called if all 
other remedies had been exhausted. 


• Passed 55 to 0 a bill which estab- 


lishes a sliding scale of tax rates for 
mobile homes and eliminates some 
current dual taxation of mobile homes 


owned by corporations. The bill goes 
back to the House. A bill which would 
have classified mobile homes as real 
property and subjected them to the 
property tax died on a 17-5 roll call. 


• Approved 48 to 0 a measure 


which requires that the telephone 
number 911 be established within 10 
years' as a uniform statewide emer- 
gency number. The bill goes back to 
the House.'

State rule may hurt private pupils 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Children receiving part-time private 


schooling because of learning dis- 
abilities may bo shut off from needed 
contact with their public-school con- 
temporaries because of a new state 
rule, o Northwest suburban educator 
said Thursday. 


Ruth Tofanclll, director of the Sum- 


mit School, which serves children 
with learning problems In Arlington 
Heights and Dundee, asked state offi- 
cials to change a rule preventing chil- 
dren from attending a private school 
and a public school unless they ore 
preparing to return to public school 
full time. 


Mrs. Tofanolll sold the rule, sched- 


uled to go Into effect in the fall, will 
hurt the Summit School program. 
"We feel It Is very Important that our 
children have some touch with the 
normal school every day. That way 
they never have the feeling of being 
ostracized from their neighborhood." 


MUS. TOFANELLI testified at a 


public hearing of the state advisory ' 
committee on education of handicap- 
ped children. The committee Is work- 
Ing on revisions In the rules that gov- 
ern public- and private-school special- 
education children. 


Summit wilt have 112 students en- 


rolled at Dundee in the fall, 56 in Ar- 
lington Heights and has a waiting list, 
Mrs. Tofanolll said. Children In the 
program range In age from elementa- 
ry through high school and have nor- 
mal Intelligence, but a variety of 
learning problems that Interfere with 
their success In an ordinary school. 


Mrs. Tofanclll said the Summit pro- 


gram has children in school for 4Mi

going to be late to class and our junior 
high and elementary students will 
miss the afternoon at their school," 
Mrs. Tofanell! said. "By this rule we 
are denying these children that taste 
of normalcy that will lead them back 
to normalcy," she sold. 


State officials said the advisory 


board hopes to make its recomnujndn- 
tions for changes in the special educa- 
tin rules this summer, with the rules 
being sent to the State Board of Edu- 
cation for final approval in the fall.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 16-year- 


old girl. Lait year I,wont oil a diet 
and lott 30 pound*, which made me 
weigh 105. I kept my weight down for 
about four months. For the past ilx 
months I have continued with my 
weight battle but have gained five 
pound*, i am afraid I will continue to 
gain even though I continually \vntch 
my weight; 


I bavo 300 calories (or breakfast, a 


glum of milk, and a banana for lunch, 
which Is approximately 2SO calories, 
and usually have a normal dinner. 
. On days when I have had too much 
I stay on 1000 'calories for the 'next 
day. Will I find my regular weight 
and stay there If I eat about what I 
want? This really bothers me, and I 
am constantly worrying about gain- 
Ing. Should I eat what I want, and 
what Is making me gain? 


Door Reader — You didn't say how 


tall you arc, but it sounds'to me like 
you may bo trying to overdo it. Many 
young girls really worry too much 
about their weight or have a distorted 
idea about what they should weigh. 


I'm all for avoiding obesity, but that 


doesn't mean I endorse starvation. 
You need a minimum amount of food 
every day to provide needed energy 
and for normal development. 


Just keep In mind that too severe 


restriction of calorics over loo long a 
time can lead to loss of hair, fatigue, 
poor skin conditions, changes in the 
personality, and even distrubanccs in 
the normal function of the reproduc- 
tive system, Including absence of nor- 
mal menstruation.

Ice facility 


not needed... 


The Palntino Park Board will 


ask voters to approve a $605,000 
bond issue referendum Saturday 
to buy and renovate the Arling- 
ton Ice Spectrum, an indoor ice 
rink at 647 Consumers Ave. 


Park board officials began 


negotiating several months ago 
lo buy the three-year-old build- 
ing, and officials bcliove they 
have negotiated a bargain price. 
If approved, the general obliga- 
tion bonds will cost property 
owners $3 per year per $10,000 of 
assessed valuation for the next 
20 years. 


We cannot argue with the 


price of the ice rink; the $5 to 
$10 a year that many residents 
will pay in extra taxes obviously 
will not be an unconscionable 
burden on most property own- 
ers. If residents feel the ice rink 
is important to their recreation- 
al needs, then we can only con- 
cur with their judgment. 


However, we cannot say a 


publicly subsidized indoor ice fa- 
cility is needed, particularly in 
view of the current economic cli- 
mate when senior citizens and 
young families arc already hard 
pressed, and we cannot give Uie 
ice rink purchase our support. 


The rink is a specialized facil- 


ity, one that is costly to buy and 
operate. Its general public use 
would be quite limited. 


Public interest in indoor ice 


skating is not widespread; that's 
evidenced by the inability of pri- 
vate owners to make the facility 
a success. We have viewed the 
problems with the ice arena op* 


erated by the Rolling Meadows 
Park District; it has been sup- 
ported almost solely by ice hock- 
ey teams and special skating 
programs. Available public skat- 
ing time, by necessity, is min- 
imal. 


Fred Hall, the Palatine Park 


District director, has given care- 
ful study to ice scheduling at 
other rinks and estimates public 
demand at the Arlington Ice 
Spectrum would be about 10 
hours a week — each day after 4 
p.m. We believe Hall's figures 
but question whether that is 
enough public ice time to justify 
a tax increase for property own- 
ers in the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict. 


Hall's figures also show there 


is not sufficient revenue from 
the use of the facility to pay for 
the bonds. Further, there will be 
only slight profit 20 years from 
now when the tax-supported 
bonds are retired. Ice rinks, 
once considered a way for park 
districts to increase revenue, 
have proven not to be revenue 
producing after all. They are, in 
fact, costly to operate and main- 
tain. 


The Palatine Park Board has 


not embarked on a high-powered 
advertising 
and 
promotional 


campaign to sell the bond issue 
to voters. We commend the in- 
expensive, low profile approach 
to this referendum. 


Now it's up to the voters to go 


to the polls in sufficient numbers 
to provide a true cross section'of 
reaction to this proposal.

on Palatine library 


We fully support a separate 


referendum in Palatine tomor- 
row which asks authority to ex- 
pand tho boundaries of the Pala- 
tine Public Library District into 
the unincorporated areas of Pal- 
atine Township. 


The proposal is a sound one. It 


will mean additional tax reve- 
nue to run the library now under 
construction at Northwest High- 
way and Bcnton Street, a library 
which is large enough to accom- 
modate the needs of a growing 
area.

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Landmarks face peril of 'progress' 
The past isn't easy to preserve 


by KAREN BLECHA 


Blame it on the Bicentennial. 


Maybe it's a sign of the times. More 
people are getting interested in the 
history of the Northwest suburbs, and 
some are finding the past may be 
worth preserving. 


They're also finding it isn't easy. 
For some potential landmarks, it is 


too late. Over the years bulldozers 
and developers have claimed old 
farmhouses and other buildings, rem- 
nants left by the hard-working Ger- 
mans who settled the Northwest sub- 
urbs. An old tavern, hardware store 
and ice house have fallen with the 
rumble of the wrecker. 


A group of Des Plaines residents 


and school'children has resurrected a 
campaign to save old Rand Mill, con- 
structed in 1852 and now the oldest 
building in the area. The mill, at Riv- 
er Road and'Miner Street, was origi- 
nally used to cut ties for railroads in 
the area. It later was converted to a 
grist mill 


THE MILL IS for sale as part of a 


site that Includes the house of one of 
the first doctors in Des Plaines. Price 
for the parcel is $700,000, and if tho 
mill cannot be moved and restored on 
another site, buying the parcel would 


be the only way to save the landmark. 
That means money, and getting it is a 
major stumbling block to preserving 
local landmarks. 


Fund raising Isn't easy, according 


to directors of local historical so- 
cieties. Virgil Horath, executive direc- 
tor of the Arlington Heights Historical 
Museum, said it would be impossible 
for the historical society to purchase 
today a house or site historically sig- 
nificant to Arlington Heights. 


"If somebody donated a house to us, 


we couldn't even pay for the mainte- 
nance," he said. 
• Some federal funds for historical 
preservation are available, but limit- 
ed. The National Register for Historic 
Places In Washington, D.C. compiles 
a list of historic sites throughout the 
country. Getting on the list means a 
landmark is protected from damage 
by any federally funded agency or 
project. It does not protect it from lo- 
cal or state mandates. 


GETTING ON the list also makes a 


site eligible for restoration and fund- 
ing up to 50 per cent of the price. 


"But the funds are small, and sel- 


dom does a project get 50 per cent for 
acquisition," said William Farrar, 
coordinator of the Preservation Ser-

of a campaign by local residents 
to preserve it as a landmark. 


vices Division of the Illinois Dept. of 
Conservation. Farrar said last year 
the program's budget for 50 states 
was $10.5 million and only $373,000 
went to projects in Illinois. 


To get a landmark on the register, 


an owner, town or group must nomi- 
nate the site to the Illinois Historic 
Sites Advisory Council which selects 
landmarks for final nomination to the 
register. Farrar said attempts to put 
Rand Mill on the register were made 
in 1971 but no one has pursued the 
matter. He said it is possible the proj- 
ect would qualify. 


The National Park Service, through 


a program called National Historic 
Landmarks, also disburses-some fed- 
eral monies for preservation. Land- 
marks must have national signifi- 
cance and are selected by the park 
service's staff based on themes. This 
year themes are science and in- 
vention, architecture of the 19th centu- 
ry and music hi America. 


RECENT SELECTIONS, which are 


eligible for restoration and acquisition 
funds, include the Dexter Avenue 
Baptist Church in Alabama which Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. used as head- 
quarters during civil rights marches. 
Local projects like Rand Mill hardly, 
qualify. 


The state buys sites and landmarks 


of statewide significance, Farrar said, 
and he points to landmarks such as 
Grant's home in Galena and New Sa- 
lem. The state also conducts a recog- 
nition program under which a land- 
mark can qualify for a plaque similar 
to a historical marker. But the pro- 
gram offers no funds, and a group or 
individual must pay $135, the cost of 
half the plaque. 


The National Trust for Historic Pre- 


servation, an advisory group on his- 
torical preservation, suggests a group 
such as a historical society apply for 
funds from private foundations. 


"Really the best way to' protect a 


site is to get a local ordinance on it," 
said Farrar. 


THE DES PLAINES City Council in 


1971 passed an ordinance declaring a 
new zoning class called historical 
landmark district. A property in this 
class cannot be altered without ap- 
proval of the Des Plaines Historical 
Landmark Commission. 


The commission, composed of Inter- 


ested residents, members of the plan 
commission and historical society, an 
architect and a real estate broker, 
would also recommend any, historical 
district zonings to the city council. 


The commission would first conduct a 
public hearing on a proposed change. 


David E. Wolf, chairman of the 


commission, said no resident or group 
has applied to the commission for. the 
historic district zoning. However, he 
thinks the historic district is the best 
way to preserve local landmarks. 


"Historic preservation, In my view, 


Is entirely a responsibility of the com- 
munity," he said. "If a community 
believes strongly in its tradition and 
background and believes it is impor- 
tant for that background to be pre- 
s e r v e d , it will Successful pre- 
servation programs have been local. 
If a community cares; it will find a 
way to save landmarks."

Rock takes a back seat to jazz

"Hey Oscar ... how about now? You know 'Proud 


Mary?'" 


"Ych baby, we're working up to that." 
On tho lingering chords of "Scotch and Soda" the 


Oscar Lindsay Trio launches Into a rock special. 


Yet somehow that steady rhythmic beat with a 


jazz uplift stylizes, even adds class, to what Is usual- 
ly a loud, abrasive "Mary." 


That's tho kind of music tho Oscar Lindsay Trio 


executes. And that's why people arc passing the 
word along and stopping in regularly to hear them 
perform in the lounge of the Greenhouse in Pala- 
tine's Countryside Mall. 


Tho Trio begins playing around 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 


through Saturday. That's early. But just as the 
threesome have no set format they explicitly follow, 
primarily because it's not needed . . . "There's a 
certain anticipation built up after 10 years, knowing 
what the other guy Is going to do and how he is 
going to react" ... neither do they watch the clock. 


THE LISTENING sensation Is warm and soothing, 


comfortable to tho point of mesmerizing. Corky Rob- 
erta picks the guitar while swinging one leg to and 
fro off the side of the stage. That's his trademark. 


Oscar Lindsay is loose and natural, his body in 


perfect rhythm with the beat of his drums. Occasion- 
ally he leans over to add soft lyrics in a voice re- 
mindful of Nat "King" Cole. 


Johnny Wright is barely visible though the top of 


his head continuously bobs up and down as he' 
pounds the keyboard. 


But to talk with them,'I had to ask Oscar to take a 


break. 


"Usually we're in the groove two hours or more. 


Every set, every number is still a challenge. But 
that's because we really dig what we're doing," said 
Oscar, who has been playing in, around and all over 
Chicago for the past 20 years and maybe even more. 
So have Corky and John. The three have^been to- 
gether for the past 10. 


".There isn't a suburb in which we haven't 


played," said Oscar, who resides on Chicago's South 
Shore, as does John. Corky lives in Hickory Hills. 


Among them they have a baker's dozen of chil- 


dren. Oscar, in fact, wears a picture of his youngest 
son nightly on stage. 


It is not all that surprising that the three of them 


all wound up musicians since music was a great part 
of their lives from the day they were born. 


JOHNNY AT THE, age > of four used to play the 


piano in the front window of a store which served as 
the family's apartment. His mother was an evange- 
list and Johnny, grew up singing hymns. 


"But when I went into the service I didn't know a 


sax from a trumpet," he admitted, though it didn't 
take him long to find out. Upon being discharged 
John started playing the piano in earnest and has 
been doing it ever since. 


Corky comes from a long line of musicians.,He can 


recall seeing his grandparents dressed up in uni- 


forms with gold braid frogs running down the front 
of the military-styled jackets and stylish box hats to 
match. 


They traveled and played throughout the South 


making their rounds in a railroad car which doubled 
as living quarters, said Corky. "My mother and all 
her brothers and sisters were each born in a differ- 
ent state ... just wherever the family happened to 
be playing at the time." 


OSCAR, TOO, RECEIVED his early musical train- 


ing in church, not an unlikely occurence for black' 
children of his generation, he explained. In Cleve- 
land, Ohio, where Oscar grew up, he was a boy 
soprano for the church organization, Wings Over 
Jordan. 


Oscar's standup drums, which closely resemble a 


calypso set, are quite unusual. Handcrafted, there 
are only a half dozen others like them in the whole 
country. 


Long before meeting up and joining Oscar, both. 


•John and Corky used to play at the famed Cotton 
Club in New York. It's, where in fact, they first 


Corky was then employed as a streetcar motorman 


and after.work while still in his uniform with his 
change hanging from his belt, he'd get up out of the 
audience to perform on stage. 


"We paid our dues and we're still doing it," said 


Johnny with Oscar adding that there are too many 
young musicians today trying to break in without 
adequate preparation. 


"Because there is a fast buck out there, so many 


of them want to cheat and cut corners. The tech- 
nology, the basics behind playing an instrument 
don't Interest them." 


Yet Oscar is pleased with the renewed interest 


jazz is receiving though he shrugged and said, "Jazz 
never really went anywhere. It just took a back seat 
for a while. Each generation has to have Its own 
brand of music." 


"Rock is just the lack of knowledge of pure music. 


Young people took to the beat. Now they are turning 
to something more subtle. They're listening for pret- 
ty things. The accent on decibles is diminishing." 


The most requested tune of the Oscar Lindsay Trio 


remains "For the Good Times." 


Oscar named Burt Bacharach as one contempo- 


rary composer and musician who today comes clos- 
est to the soft, pleasant sounds attributed to greats 
like Duke Ellington and Count Basle. 


"HE IS DOING the same kind of melodies, the 


kind people can hum along to and remember," con- 
tinued Oscar. "The only real difference is that Bach- 
arach focuses more on lyrics than they ever did. Yet 
Bacharach himself was a frustrated jazz player 
hanging around New York for a long time before he 
became known as a song writer." 


Oscar's oldest son, Randy, who is practicing to 


become a professional musician, told his Dad 
recently he had just heard a great new song. It was 
"I'll Never Smile Again." 


Oscar answered, "It's not new, it's real old, but 


very beautiful too."

After 20 years BeeGees 


I still work their magic 


.^Tho-nvltallzation of the Bee Gees 
seems complete with the release of 
'.'Main'Course" (RSO records), an al- 
bum marking their 20th year as per- 
formers. 
' The Glbb Brothers' story began in 
JOSS when Robin, Barry and Maurice 
started to entertain youngsters their 
.own age at the local Gaumont Theatre 
hi their hometown of Manchester, 
England. In 1958 the Gibb family emi- 
grated to Australia, where the broth- 
ers first found fame. By 1960 they had 


£ their own 30-mlnute television series. 
^^.Bnck In England in 1967, the Bee 


Gees mode-their first worldwide hit 
single, the classic and innovative 
"New York Mining Disaster 1941," 
and the still brilliant-sounding album, 
"Bee Gees 1st." Three more success- 
ful albums and ever Increasingly clas- 
sical-based music followed, until Rob- 
in loft the bond in 1969. 


AFTER SOME solo work, the group 


reformed in 1971 and smashes "Lone- 
ly Days" and ''How Can You Mend a 
Broken Heart" joined previous hits 
such as "To Love Somebody," 
"Words," "I've Gotta Get a Message 
To You" and "I Started a Joke." 


In recent albums, the group has 


shown a tendency to experiment and 
expand- their musical horizon, al- 
though songs such as "Charade" and 
"Saw a New Morning" showed the 
brothers could still work the old mag- 
ic. 


"Main Course" is their best album 


In six years and much of the credit 


' belongs to the first side, which is heav- 


ily Into rhythm and blues and the new 
disco beats. The side opens ex- 
plosively with "Nights On Broadway" 
which features a high soul falsetto in 
addition to the famed Bee Gees har- 
monies. Another song with a lively 
beat is "Jive Talkin'," their flnger- 
snappin* new single (already Top 40). 
It is soulful in the way the Average 
White Band's material is. 


"WIND OF CHANGE," with some 


beautiful vocals, "Songbird," with an 
Elton John typo approach, and "Fan- 
ny (Bo Tender With My Love)," a 
strong soulful ballad close the side. 
"Fanny" could become a standard, 
suitable for many styles of singers. 


The second side lacks the Intensity 


of the first, and in fact has more bal- 
lads. The musical approach is more' 
typical for the brothers, but still sev- 
^crnl of the songs stand out, including 
^"Country Lanes," "Baby As You Turn 


Away" and "Edge of the Universe."- 
The latter song is highlighted by the. 
synthesizer work of veteran British 
musician Blue Weaver, who is heard 
throughout the album and is a good 
addition to the band. - 
• • • 


IT IS NICE when a favorite group 


comes up with a real solid album as 
the Bee Gees have done. Also in the 
same category are Stephen Stills and 
The Eagles. 


"Stills" (Columbia, records) is his 


first album in two years and features 
some of his best work, since the first 
Manassas album. An all-star back-up 
is used, including Graham Nash and 
David Crosby on the fine "First 
Things First" and "As I Come of 
Age" (which also features Ringo on 
guitar from a 1971 session). 


Most of the music is simple and 


does hark back to the first Crosby, 
Stills and Nash album. Lyrically, the 
album is typically Stills (count the 
number of times he uses the word 
"changes"). Some other favorite 
songs are "Turn Back the Pages," 
"Love Story" and "Cold, Cold 
World," (which reminds of "Wooden 
Ships" in spots). 


THE EAGLES' "One of These 


4Nlghts" (Asylum records) starts off 
real strong with the title song (and 
current single) and "Too Many 
Hands." Both feature the satin- 
smooth vocals and tasty guitar jams 
the band is noted for "Hands" also is 
enlivened by the use of tablas. 


The rest of the album contains too 


many ballads seemingly written to a 
formula that lose distinction and it 
mars the album. A welcome relief, 
though, is the instrumental surprise, 
"Journey of the Sorcer," with guest 
David Bromberg's fiddle seesawing in 
the spotlight with strings. This fine al- 
bum could have been brilliant with a 
little more daring. 


Bromberg, meanwhile, has a new 


album of his own "Midnight On tha 
Water" (Columbia records), which is 
his usual fine, good time effort, al- 
though a bit too low key at times. The 
traditional title track and "Yankee's 
Revenge," both instrumental, are 
highlights. Among the guests are 
Bernle London v(of Eagles), Linda 
Ronstadt, Bonnie Raitt, Dr. John and 
Emmylou Harris.

Jurgcs, Don Johnson, Andy Pafko, 
Clyde McCullough, Claude Passeau? 
There was the starting lineup for tho 
1W3 champion Cubs. It has stuck with 
me all these years. 


I have had my championship, 


maybe should hnvo had some more, 
but cannot expect It. I've lived In tho 
Chicago area all my life and am 
proud of It. I'd bo more proud If we 
could get a championship from the 
Cubs again, not for mo, but now for 
my sons who arc now a part of our 
national pastime. 


But, Cub fans, 'I believe It Is going 


to take a team with super talent, 
above championship caliber, to obtain 
that goal. Wo hnvo had championship 
talent a few years ago, but couldn't 
quite do It. Why? 


Have you ever stopped to think the 


Cub players are laboring under a big 
handicap? They play less than one 
half their games at night and nil other 
major league teams play well over 
half their games under tho lights. 


Check over tho lost few years — tho 


Cubs hit poorly under lights, especial- 
Iy tho first few games of a rood trip. 
After ploying all day games, they 
have to readjust to night ball all over 
again — both In scheduling and In 
looking at tho ball under artificial 
light. Docs this moke a difference? 
You bet It docs. 


Under sunshine you see tho whole 


ball, on tho bottom and on tho top. 
Under tho lights — even tho best — 
you do not sco tho whole ball. Tho 
bottom half docs not get as much light 
because tho lights ore not powerful 
enough to reflect back off tho surface 
of tho playing field as docs tho sun. I 
have had tho occasion to play a lot of 
night ball, somo In tho minor leagues, 
and can say most players will agree 
with this. 


In order for tho Cubs to compete 


with tho other clubs, Mr. Wrlgloy will 
have to break down and buy lights. 
There Is only ono thing holding him 
back and that Is the initial expense, 
and not tho neighborhood.

Ono of .tho things In life that arc 


certain is that If you plant a flowering 
tree next April or May your chances 
of having a luxuriant display of spring 
blossoms Is slim. To get full pleasure 
from nature's beauties takes a little 
looking ahead just as If you want 
crops of vegetables you have to plant 
ahead of time. You can't use the ex- 
cuse that planting a tree isn't dono 
during hot weather. That just Isn't so 
for with container and balled In bur- 
lap plants you can plant any time a 
planting hole can be dug. And, this Is 
a good time to dig a hole for the sun 
has warmed up tho soil so It won't bo 
quite so hard a job. Tho container or 
balled In burlap plant Is in active 
growth so as It settles into Its new 
home It just keeps growing. And, by 
next spring It will have gained a full 
year of growth which means you have 
a plant that is automatically worth 
more than what you paid for it. 


Now that you've decided to plant a 


tree the question Is, what to plant. 
There arc so many beautiful plants 
you can get almost anything to'flt Into 
your landscape theme and you can bo 
pretty picky about what color flowers 
you will havo to brighten the spring. 
First determine what will fit best into 
the area to be planted. How tall will It 
bo at maturity and how much spread. 
That's Important, for If you under- 
estimate Its height and spread you 
could, In time, be faced with a costly 
transplant job. 


The flowering tree that Is the an- 


swer to almost any need and prefer- 
ence is the crabnpplc ... botanlcally 
It's the Malus. It is a special favorite 
in this area for It Is easy to grow, 
suffers little from pollution and won't 
have any 111 effects from tho winter 
weather hereabouts. While they.arc

classed as a flowering tree they can 
provide good shade especially if plant- 
ed in a cluster of two or three trees. If 
planted In a group at a patio they 
make a beautiful setting for, a quiet 
spot where thoir fragrant spring blos- 
soms can be enjoyed and In tho fall 
they will be colorful with bright fruits. 
Tho apple-blossom scented flowers, 
ono to two Inches in diameter, come 
in an impressive range of colors from 
pure white, delicate pink, some with 
pink buds that open to white, some 
bear reddish flowers and still others 
have bright crimson flowers. Some 
crabapplcs have different colored fo- 
liage ... for instance, the Royalty 
that will have reddish-purple foliage 
all summer or the Radiant with an 
early reddish foliage that matures to 
green. 


As for size some crabapples will 


grow 18 to 25 feet tall while'others 
will retain more of a shrub-like habit 
with a growth of only 10 to 12 feet. 
There are crabapples that are narrow 
and pyramidal In habit while others 
have impressive spreads. Or, for 
something really different there is the 
weeping variety like Pink Cascade, 
Red Jade or Echtemeyer. Their 
sprays of blossoms look like a dra- 
matic fountain. 


One of tho features of crabapple is 


their fall beauty. They bear great 
quantities of small fruits in bright 
red, purple or yellow. 


By horticultural definition in order 


to be classed as a crabapple rather 
than as an apple tree the fruit must 
be less than two Inches across. These 
fruits are special favorites of birds 
and at the Morton Arboretum they 
found that certain crabapples at- 
tracted as many as 44 different spe- 
cies of birds. Pick a spot on your 
grounds that needs a special touch, 
choose a crabapple, get it planted and 
havo years of horticultural elegance.

Each plant is 
capable of yielding 25 pounds of fruit 
during the growing season. 


Peppers, parsley, cabbage, cucum- 


bers and lettuce ore also suitable 
vegetables for container growing. 


Among flowers favored by home- 


owners for containers In shade are 
panales, begonias, impatiens and 
coleus. Petunias, French marigolds 
and geraniums, however, do best in 
sun. Dwarf marigolds are bard to 
beat for a1 colorful display, adds Flz- 
zell. 


And dusty miller in combination 


with red geraniums is a striking color 
combination.

Hanging baskets planted with cas-

and con for removing lawn clippings.

University, with several lawngrass 
varieties, showed clippings to aver- 
age more than 3 per cent nitrogen, 
around IK per cent phosphorus and 
above 2 per cent potassium. Consid- 
ering the total amount of the clip- 
pings produced by * wen-tended lawn 
during the year, nutrients equivalent 
to those from one or two normal-rate 
feedings ore Involved! And secondary 
and minor nutrients are supplied as 
welL With extravagance In disfavor, 
homeowners may want to reconsider 
the sweeping up of lawngrass clip- 
pings. At least they should be re- 
cycled (through the comport pOe), or 
be used directly for garden mulch.

Gas leak forces shutdown of tollway

Rush-hour traffic on the Northwest 


ToHway was shut down for about 45 
minutes Thursday because of a major 
natural-gas leak on Busse Road just 
north of a tollway overpass near 
Mount Prospect. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. workmen 


sealed tho gas-gushing leak about 3£ 
noun after a tractor, grading a ditch 
area, ripped off a two-inch extension 
to the six-Inch gas main. 


Tollway authorities closed down the 


tollway 
from Leo Street in DCS 


Plaines to 111. Rtc. 53 near Schaum- 
burg. Authorities feared a burning 
clgarct tossed by a passing motorist 
or a spark or a back-fire from a car 
might touch off an explosion. 
'The eastbound traffic lanes on the 
tollway were opened about 4:05 p.m., 
and two westbound traffic lanes about 
4:20 p.m. 


EMPLOYES FROM two nearby 


companies, including Arrow Road 
Construction Co., were evacuated as a 
precaution. Lt. Ken Kooppen of the 
Mount Prospect Fire Dcpt. said the 
tractor hit tho pipe about 2:50 p.m. 


He said there was a large gasoline 


pipeline under the gas main — lead- 
ing to the nearby gasoline storage 
tanks. 


Authorities reported there was a 


natural gas concentration as high as 


40 per cent in areas around'the leak. 
The gushing gas created such a roar 
that workmen who ventured within 
100 feet of the leak had to wear spe- 
cial car coverings. 


Busso Road was closed between Al- 


gonquin Road and Oakton Street in 
Elk Grove Township. A fire unit stood 
by as workmen dug a hole on the east 
side of the road to decrease the 60- 
pound-per-square-lnch pressure. 


ABOUT 4:25 P.M. the.crews started 


working just north of the leak. A spe- 
cial valve was drilled into tho pipe to 
slow down tho flow of gas to about 15- 
pounds-pcr-square-lnch. 


A NI-Gas spokesman said the com- 


pany could not shut down the main 
completely because "we have a lot of 
customers in this area" and because 
of the danger factors involved in cut- 
ting service and then turning it back 
on. 


The spokesman said lie did'not 


know how many customers are ser- 
viced from the main, but noted ser- 
vice was not affected.

Authorities did not immediately 


know what contractor was Involved in 
causing tho leak, but some speculated 
it was a firm working for Sheehan 
Pipeline Co, which had just installed 
the large gasoline pipeline.

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Gas leak forces rush-hour shutdown of tollway

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Rush-hour traffic on the Northwest 


Tollwny was shut down for about 45 
minutes Thursday because of a major 
natural-gas leak on Bussc Road just 
north of a tollway overpass near 
Mount Prospect. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. workmen 


sealed the gas-gushing leak about 3Hr 
hours after a tractor, grading a ditch 
area, ripped off a two-inch extension 
lo the six-Inch gas main. 


Tollway authorities closed down the 


totlway from Lee Street in DCS 
Plaints to 111. Rtc. S3 near Schaum- 
burg. Authorities feared a burning 
clgarct tossed by a passing motorist 
or a spark or a back-fire from a car 
might touch off an explosion. 


Tho eastbound traffic lanes on the 


tollway were opened about 4:05 p.m., 
and two westbound traffic lanes about 
4:20 p.m. 


EMPLOYES FROM two nearby

cials a sample sketch of the proposed 
drainage area. It would gardually 
slope to a depth of no more than four 
feet. Scabcrg said. The basin would 
not divert storm water from its natu- 
ral path across school- property and 
south down Jackson Drive, but would 
hold the water so drainage would be 
more gradual, Scabcrg said. 


A dozen Wheeling residents who live 


on Jackson Drive were present to ask 
assurances that their runoff problems 
would not be increased by the reten- 
tion basin. 


Arthur Olson, Wheeling Township 


highway commissioner, said "I appre- 
ciate the people of Buffalo Grove 
being concerned about Jackson Drive.- 
If (here will be more water going, 
down Jackson Drive, I'd be against 
that," ho said.

Pregnant girls getting 
^preparation for life' 


by KATIIERINE DOYCE 


Most teenage girls used to drop out 


of high school when they became 
pregnant. Soon they lost touch with 
their friends, teachers and counselors 
only to face bringing a new life into 
the world alone and afraid. 


But this year High School Dist. 211 


began a program that tackles the 
problem head on. Teachers of the pro- 
gram, "preparation for life," encour- 
age pregnant girls to stay In school 
while giving them a crash course in 
motherhood. 


Classes meet for three hours cycry 


Wednesday night and include instruc- 
tion in child and prenatal care along 
with group discussions, films, guest 
speakers and visits to local hospitals. 
Teachers are Nancy Davis, home eco- 
nomics, and Mary Anderson social _ 
worker. Both women worked in Olst.' 
211 before they raised their own fami- 
lies. They've returned to teach this- 
course part-time. 


THE GIRLS discuss "their feelings 


about what they're .going through," 
said Mrs. Davis. "A lot of them arc 
really frightened about labor and de- 
livery," said Mrs. Anderson but 
"Once they've been with us they 
aren't afraid. Their fear comes from 
lack of knowledge." 


Pregnant girls have the option of 


staying In school, enrolling in night 
school or taking Immcbound Instruc- 
tion with a teacher coming to their 
home for tutoring in high school sub- 
jects. In the past many girls dropped 
out of school to have their babies and 
simply never returned. 


The new district-wide program Is de- 


signed to supplement those options. 
Girls who enroll in "preparation for 
life" arc encouraged to continue their 
education through one of the options. 
By maintaining contact with the girls 
Ihc teachers hope they will return to 
school after they have their babies. 


THE GIRLS become "isolated" 


when they drop out, said Mrs. Ander- 
son. The class "helps girls continue in 
school — continue their motivation for 
school," she said. The girls arc in 
touch with other pregnant girls and 
they con shore their problems and 
feelings. "They build their own little 
peer group," she said. 


"They're faced with so many things 


they're not prepared for — emotional- 
ly, financially, educationally," said 
Mrs. Anderson. "They need each oth- 
er." 


The girls earn between one half and 


one credit for.the course. Classes 
meet continuously all year long and 
the girls enroll for as many weeks as 
they wish, usually between 12 and 18. 
Between seven-and 10 girls are;now 
attending the classes/ • . 


SOME OF THE. girls are married, 


some are undecided whether they will 
marry or not and some plan to place, 
their babies for adoption. The girls 
d i s c u s s dealing with adoption 
agencies, contraception, family living, 
their legal rights as pregnant, teenage 
girls, and the stages of labor and dc-" 
livery. Instruction is given In diet, nu- 
trition, and exercise, and the girls are 
taught how to sew maternity clothes. 


Girls who are residents of Dist. 211, 


enroll in the program by calling the 
teachers at the administration office. 
An Initial Interview is arranged and 
parents and spouses are'often in- 
volved. No tuition Is charged. 


Mrs. Anderson feels the course is 


needed even though birth control is 
now readily available. She feels even 
more of the younger high school girls 
are becoming pregnant today as com- 
pared to five years ago because they 
arc maturing faster. 


By taking the course the girls arc 


taking responsibility for the birth of 
their child — 'they're making some 
positive steps, said Mrs. Anderson. 
"Taking a. course like this can be a 
very responsible thing to do rather 
than hiding until It's over." 


Trustee James Rogers'pressed the 


board to "define basic priorities" be- 
cause the planner will be making rec- 
ommendations to the village board.

Rush-hour traffic on the Northwest 


Tollway was shut down for about 45 
minutes Thursday because of a major 
natural-gas leak on Busse Road just 
north of a .tolltfay overpass near 
Mount Prospect. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. workmen 


scaled the gas-gushing leak about 3V4 
hours after a. tractor, grading a ditch 
area, ripped off a two-Inch, extension 
to the six-inch gas main. 


Tollway authorities closed,down the 


tollway from Lee Street' in DCS 
Plalncs to III. Rte. S3 near Schaum- 
burg. Authorities' feared a burning 
cigarcl tossed by a passing motorist 


or a spark or a back-fire from a car 
might touch off an explosion.

Council OKs 
200th fest unit 


Rolling Meadows has decided to 


recognize the nation's 300th birthday 
after all. 


The city council this ueck app-oved 


a resolution creating a Bicentennial 
committee. Rolling Meadows is the 
last Northwest suburban community 
to do so after officials had said for the 
past year they did not intend to plan 
any Bicentennial observance. City 
energies and funds were to be di- 
rected toward the May Rolling Mead- 
ows 20th anniversary celebration. 


Aid. Stephen J. Ebcrhard, 3rd, rec- 


ommended 
the 
Bicentennial com- 


mittee be formed. He said the com- 
mittee wanted to "seek the intent of 
the city council," and would accept a 
council decision on whether to take of- 
ficial notice of the national birthday. 


ALTHOUGH TUB COUNCIL op- 


proved the resolution, no appoint- 
ments to (he committee were made. 


Eberhard withdrew a second resolu- 


tion, seeking a $5,000 appropriation to 
fund • Bicentennial project. Aid. Dan- 
iel E. Weber, .trd, suggested the com- 
mittee should plan a project, deter- 


mine how much it would cost, and 
then seek council funding. 


Ebcrhard agreed, and noted that 


the funds might not be spent until 
July 4, 1076, which would be during 
the next fiscal year. City Atty. Donald 
M. Rose, said 
it would 
be in- 


appropriate to allocate money now 
from next year's budget. Eberhard is 
investigating the availability of state 
grants to fund a project. 


In another matter, the council ques- 


tioned the legality of selling what may 
be considered city property at Rolling 
Meadows Drug Store. The property 
consists of key chains made as favors 
for the 20th anniversary grand ball. 


Ebcrhard sold the key chains were 


left over from the ball. The anniversa- 
ry steering committee paid $1.70 for 
each key chain and was hoping to re- 
coup at least part of a $600 deficit on 
anniversary expenses by selling the 
ones left over. The drug store agreed 
to take them on consignment, and sell 
them for $2 each, taking 30 cents for 
expenses and profit, he said. The city 
will receive its $1.70 cost, he said. 


Firm gets panel's OK 
to store fuel oil, gas 


Permission to store 50,000 gallons of 


fuel oil and 3,200 gallons of gasoline 
on a site In the northern industrial 
park of Rolling Meadows will be rec- 
ommended to the city council July 8. 


A special zoning commission voted 


Wednesday to urge approval of the 
request from Arlington Oil Co,, which 
occupies an 0,000-squarc-foot building 
In the Blackhawk industrial subdivi- 
sion near Northwest Highway and 
Rohlwlng Rand. 


William J. Lussow, president of Ar- 


lington Oil, said the firm intends to 
store the fuel oil in four tanks holding 
12,300 gallons each. The gasoline 
would bo for use in company vehicles, 


Teachers going 
back to school

Teachers hove a new motive for go- 


ing back to school — holding on to 
their jobs. 


Declining enrollment and program 


changes arc sending more teachers 
bock to the classroom to pick up cred- 
its toward a new major. 


The foreign-language teacher is go- 


Ing back to get credits for teaching 
European history; the math teacher is 
headed into computer sciences; the 
science teacher is entering health edu- 
cation. 


While the trend is most noticeable 


for high school teachers, the number 
of elementary teachers moving into 
now subjects also 
is increasing. 


They're finding they arc more valu- 
able to their school if they can offer 
themselves as a reading specialist, 
special-education instructor or learn- 
ing-center director as well as class-

another firm. 


LUSSOW SAID his company al- 


ready lias received permits for Its fa- 
cility from the state Environmental 
Protection Agency. Building permits 
were Issued by the city, but when the 
firm applied for city occupancy per- 
mits, building department personnel 
learned there is no provision in the 
city zoning code for bulk fuel-storage 
facilities. The code does not prohibit 
them, but neither does it list them 
among permitted uses. The company 
needs a special-use' permit, said Lus- 
sow. Mayor Roland J. Meyer con- 
firmed this. 


Lussow said his firm is a contract- 


delivery agent for Atlantic1 Richfield, 
and originally operated out of an Ar- 
lington Heights plant. The com any 
then moved to an Atlantic Richfield 
plant In Harrington, but bought the 
building in Rolling Meadows because 
it Is closer to the center of its oper- 
ations. 


Small tank wagona will be filled 


with oil at the plant, and then deliver 
fuel to homes and other types of cus- 
tomers in the area, said Lussow. The 
company will store two large trans- 
port tankers, four smaller tanker 
wagons, and two diesol-powered trac- 
tors inside the building, he said. Of- 
fices also will be In the building. 


LUSSOW SAID the company will 


not operate a service station on the 
site, although legal notices of the 
hearing listed a service station as a 
second use of the building. Only minor 
maintenance on 
company 
trucks 


would be done at the site, said Lus- 
sow. 


When the commission asked.what 


security would be provided at the site, 
Lussow said there will be a chain-link 
fence and an alarm system directly 
connected with the police department. 
He said the firm has never experi- 
enced security problems.

Downers Grove 
police said they do not have a motive 
established for the Meadowbrook Ci- 
nema bombing.

Layoffs send teachers back to class 
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room teacher. 


TWO MOTIVES arc behind this edu- 


cation trend — the fear of staff cuts 
because of declining enrollment or fi- 
nances and the desire to teach sub- 
jects recently added to the curricu- 
lum. 


Teachers say developing new areas 


of expertise should make them more 
valuable to their district If cutbacks 
become a reality. 


Illgh school districts 207 and 214 sco 


such cutbacks hi the future as they 
face declining enrollments over the 
coming years. High School .DIst. 211 
administrators say declining enroll- 
ment la too far off for teachers to be 
concerned about losing their jobs be- 
cause of It, but teachers there also 
arc expanding their backgrounds pro- 
fessionally. 


"Wo are seeing teachers coming 


back for job security," sold Michael 
Thompson, graduate adviser at North- 
orn Illinois University, DcKalb. 
"People are becoming edgy about 
their situation. Even though their own 
situation might not be In jeopardy, 
they are planning for the future." 


HE SAID THE trend has developed 


over the past two years. "At first I 
thought It was just mo seeing things, 
but it kept up." 


Ho says it is encouraging to sec 


teachers expanding their background 
because "it makes them a much more 
interesting teacher." 


Edith Gougcr of National College of 


Education, Evanston, said she has re- 


ceived some inquiries from teachers 
who are looking at the trends in their 
district and seeing where the opportu- 
nities will be in terms of dealing with 
cutbacks. 


She said the major areas elementa- 


ry teachers are going into are Individ- 
ualized instruction, special education, 
reading Instruction and learning re- 
source center backgrounds. 


Northeastern 
Illinois University, 


Chicago, also is finding more ele- 
mentary education teachers ore enter- 
ing fields'related to their classroom 
Instruction. Vincent Mnlek, dean of 
Northcastcrn's graduate college, said 
guidance counseling is another field 
more teachers are entering. He said 
teachers can use that knowledge in 
the classroom now as well as use it in 
the future if they need to find another 
teaching job. 


TEACHERS ATTENDING DePaul 


University are looking into business- 
related courses more than before, 
sold Bcrnctta Goldsberry, adminis- 
trative assistant to the liberal arts 
college dean. "Teachers are going 
back for degrees in business areas 
even If they are currently employed 
as teachers," she said. 


When districts cut back, "frills" 


like music and foreign language, go 
first, she sold. These teachers have 
limited skills to offer employers out- 
side of teaching so many are pre- 
paring themselves in advance to enter 
the business world in case of staff 
cuts. 


Pregnant girls getting 
'preparation for life'

Most teenage girls used to drop out 


of high school when they became 
pregnant. Soon they lost touch with 
their friends, teachers and counselors 
only to face bringing a now life into 
the world alone and afraid. 


But this year High School DIst. 211 


began o program that tackles the 
problem head on. Teachers of the pro- 
gram, "preparation for life," encour- 
age pregnant girls to stay in school 
while giving them a crash course in 
motherhood. 


Classes meet for three hours every 


Wednesday night and include instruc- 
tion In child and prenatal care along 
with group discussions, films, guest 
speakers and visits to local hospitals. 
Teachers ore Nancy Davis, home eco- 
nomics, and Mary Anderson social 
worker. Both women worked in DIst. 
211 before they raised their own fami- 
lies. They've returned to teach this 
course part-time. 


THE GIRLS discuss "their feelings 


about what they're going through," 
said Mrs. Davis. "A lot of them are 
really frightened about labor and de- 
livery," said Mrs. Anderson but 
"Once they've been with us they 
aren't afraid. Their fear comes from 
lack of knowledge." 


Pregnant girls have the option of 


staying In school, enrolling in night 
school or taking homcbound instruc- 
tion with a teacher coming to their 
homo for tutoring in high school sub- 
jects. In the past many girls dropped 
out of school to have their babies and 
simply never returned. 


The new district-wide program is de- 


signed to supplement thoso options. 
Girls who enroll In "preparation for 
life" oro encouraged to continue their 
education through one of the options. 
By maintaining contact with the girls 
the teachers hope they will return to 
school after they have their babies. 


THE GIIILS become "isolated" 


when they drop out, said Mrs. Ander- 
son. The class "helps girls continue in 
school — continue their motivation for 
school," she said. The girls are in 
touch with other pregnant girls and 
they can sharo their problems and 


feelings. "They build their own little 
peer group," she said. 


"They're faced with so many things 


they're not prepared for — emotional- 
ly, financially, educationally," said 
Mrs. Anderson. "They need each oth- 
er."

A sampling of teachers who are 


switching from their original field 
substantiate the findings of univer- 
sities. 


Norm Horler, a bilogy teacher at 


Forest View High School, said he is 
taking health-education courses to ex- 
pand his background in biology. 


"Since I am teaching biology I have 


to teach nine weeks of health," he 
said, referring to the state require- 
ment on health education. "It's an 
area I've always been interested in. 
Now that there is a mandate I want to 
make myself as well qualified as pos- 
sible." 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he doesn't 


have to worry about staff cuts be- 
cause of his seniority on staff, he 
"hopes this will make me more valu- 
abe to the district." 


Ed Swlck, a German and Russian 


teacher at Prospect High School, has 
expanded his background in three di- 
rections. He has credits to teach Eng- 
lish, Russian studies or European his- 
tory. 


"I saw other foreign languages go- 


Ing down and decided to take pre- 
cautions," he said. "To keep all possi- 
bilities open I decided to be prepared 
to go into the English program." He 
also expanded his background in So- 
viet studies and European history. 


Norma Schultz of Rolling Meadows 


High School decided to get credentials 
to teach business English, which will 
allow students to receive Engish cred- 
it for the course. Her major is busi- 
ness education. She has taught busi- 
ness English for several years al- 
though students couldn't receive Eng- 
lish credit for the course. "One reason 
I went back is because I now will 
have two strengths to offer the dis- 
trict.". 


STEVE HERRING of Maine West 


High School is getting a-stronger 
background in computer science to 
add to his mathematics major. 


Declining enrollment had little to-do 


with his decision to expand his 
background. "I've always had an in- 
terest in computer science," he said. 
He went back to specialize because 
new programs were being started in 


• his field. This year, he offered Maine 
West students a semester course on 
computer science in addition to the 
data-processing course that has been 
offered the past two years. 


But while these teachers say their 


primary reason for changing majors 


> was an interest in another field or an 
expanded program, all admit they 
hope their diverse backgrounds will 
make them more valuable in case the 
day of teacher cutbacks comes.

portation spokesman," said Crane.

Goughlin hits

Palatine Village Trustee Bryan P. 


Coughlln Jr. is against Saturday's ref- 
erendum to expand the boundaries of 
the Palatine Public Library District 
because of the library tax inequity be- 
tween village and nonviilage resi- 
dents. 


The village board Monday voted.to

"The discussion at the village board

doubt very much they would respond 
favorably unless the citizens of Pala- 
tine tell them in no uncertain circum- 
stances they will not support the ar- 
rangement," he added.

No tax hikes for library expansion

The impact of expanding the Pala- 


tine Public Library District's bound- 
aries, proposed in a referendum Sat- 
urday, will vary for Palatine village 
and townshlp'residents. 


Library board members say the 


purpose of the referendum is to offer 
library services pn a tax-supported 
basis to areas now outside the dis- 
trict. The district, which has the same 
boundaries as the Village of Palatine, 
could expand to Include most of Pala- 
tine Township. 


P a l a t i n e library officials have 


promised that the library's annual tax 
rate of 23 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation will not be increased if the 
library district expands its bound- 
aries. 


Palatine village residents will pay a 


special tax on $1.3 million in bonds for 
the new library, under construction at 
N o r t h w e s t Highway and Benton 
Street, in addition to the library's an- 
nual tax. 


PALATINE OFFICIALS plan to use 


some of the tax revenues paid by new 
residents of the district to help the vil- 
lage retire the 20-year bonds. 


The special bond tax paid by Pala- 


tine residents will be decreased 
proprotionate to the amount of new 
land that is allowed into the district if 
the referendum is approved. 


At most, the special bond tax could 


be reduced to 6 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation if all of the residents 


in outlying areas are allowed into the 
district, library officials said. 
..Palatine residents will pay a special 
bond tax of 8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation if the expansion referendum 
fails. 


New residents of the district will 


pay only the library's annual tax 
which is maximum by law. 


MOST TOWNSHIP residents could 


remain outside the district and contin- 


ue paying a voluntary nonresident fee 
to the library that would be cheaper 
than paying library taxes. The pre- 
sent nonresident fee is $30 a year, al- 
though library board members have 
not decided what the revised nonresi- 
dent fee will be. 


Library officials have said that the 


nonresident fee should equal the. 
amount of yearly taxes an average li- 
brary district resident pays. 


The library district could increase 


from a current $125 million assessed 
valuation that generates $300,000 in 
yearly taxes to an estimated $188 mil- 
lion assessed valuation that would 
generate about $470,000 in taxes if all 
of the outlying areas voting in the ref- 
erendum are allowed into the district. 


Library officials said the additional 


tax revenues would be used to operate

Rush-hour traffic on the Northwest 


Tollway was shut down for about 45 
minutes Thursday because of a major 
natural-gas leak on Busse Road just 
north of a tollway overpass near 
Mount Prospect. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. workmen 


scaled the gas-gushing leak about 3% 
hours after a tractor, grading a ditch 
area, ripped off a two-inch extension 
to the six-Inch gas main. 


Tollway authorities closed down the 


tollway from Lee Street 'in, Des 
Plaines to HI. Rte. S3 near Schaum- 
burg. Authorities feared a,,burning 
clgarct tossed by a passing motorist 


or a spark or a back-fire from a car 
might touch off an explosion.

The eastbound traffic lanes on the 


tollway were opened about 4:05 p.m., 
and two westbound traffic lanes about 
4:20 p.m. 


EMPLOYES FROM two nearby 


companies, Including Arrow Road 
Construction Co., were evacuated as a 
precaution. Lt. Ken Koeppen of the 
Mount Prospect Fire Dept. said the 
tractor hit the pipe about 2:50 p.m. 


He said there was a large gasoline

assume the cost of garbage collection, 
currently paid by the-village. He said 
the village spends $800,000, or one- 
third of the tax money .collected in 
Mount Prospect, to pay for garbage 
pickup. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks 


called for elimination of some village 
social-service programs, saying that 
he was firmly opposed to any kind of 
tax increase. 


He indicated that he opposed the 8 


per cent salary raises offered to vil- 
lage empoyes In recent negotiations. 


"I would think they would be happy 


with their jobs rather than a salary 
increase," Hendricks said of the em- 
ployes.

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Ryan warns 
brokers on 
panic selling

James T. Ryan, Arlington Heights 


village president, Thursday appealed 
to an association of 70 Northwest sub* 
urban real estate firms to help avoid 
panic selling around St. Viator High 
School, the proposed site of a low-in- 
come townhousc development. 


Speaking before the annual meeting 


of the Multiple Listing Real Estate 
Service MAP, Ryan reminded homo 
brokers of state statutes that prohibit 
blockbusting — panic buying and sell-. 
Ing of houses — and asked for their 
cooperation in seeing that home val- 
ues are not artificially lowered if the 
subsidized housing is built. 


"There are people in that particular 


nrca who have worked very, very 
hard for their homes and It would be 
an absolute tragedy if people were to 
lose a substantial amount of their 
life's savings because of depressed 
housing prices," ho said. 


On June 10, the U.S. Court of Ap- 


peals ruled that the village's 1071 
decision not to rezone 15 acres of Via- 
torlan land for tho tow-income housing 
development called Lincoln Green 
was racially discriminatory, and that 
the village could not prevent construc- 
tion of tho project. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS is appeal- 


ing tho court ruling. 


"By conducting yourselves in the 


right fashion we can act to see to it 
'that the effect In this area dollar-wise 
is minimal if the court ultimately 
holds that the property is actually go- 
ing to bo used for multi-family hous- 
ing," Ryan said. 


"The community Is not going to 


crumble, turn Into an overnight alum 
or an overnight ghetto" If Lincoln 
Green >is built, he'said. Arlington 
Heights would enforce its building 
code and use all other municipal po- 
lice powers governing the.develop- 
ment, he said.

A pipcbomb caused on estimated 


$3,000 damage early Thursday to the 
lobby of the Willow Park Theater in 
Wheeling Township. 


The bomb was tho second in two 


months at tho theater, which is sched- 
uled to open July 4, and the theater 
was tho second in the Chicago-area 
that was bombed during the early 
morning. 


Authorities refused to speculate if 


the two bombings wcro connected.

Marublo said Thursday. "The funny 
thing is I haven't been approached 
(after the first bomb). I'm not going 
to accuse anybody In print." 


Marublo said he doubted a com- 


p c t i t o r was responsible cither. 
"They're all doing good business nnd 
we don't really compete with the drive 
In (Twin Drive-In to the north)," he 
said.
